— Established  by  chapter  352,  Acts  of  1891,  with 
authority  to  acquire  land  by  gift,  device,  or  purchase,  and  to 
hold  such  lands  open  to  the  public  and  free  of  taxation.  The 
Corporation  may  receive  funds  for  the  care  of  land  and  for 
general  purposes  up  to  one  million  dollars.

FORTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF 

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  RESERVATIONS 


The  Standing  Committee  of  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reserva- 
tions submits  herewith  its  Forty-first  Annual  Report. 

Report  on  Open  Spaces 

Division  of  Parks.  The  bill  to  establish  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Conservation  a  Division  of  Parks  was  passed  and  signed 
by  Governor  Ely  on  June  5th,  1931.  This  bill  was  one  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Governor's  Committee  on  Open  Spaces. 
It  was  strongly  supported  by  the  Trustees  of  Public  Reserva- 
tions and  after  being  recommended  unanimously  by  a  Recess 
Commission  on  State  Parks  (for  which  our  Executive  Secretary 
acted  as  Secretary)  the  bill  passed  and  has  now  become  law. 

Massachusetts  has  at  last  followed  many  states  in  the  inaugu- 
ration of  a  state  park  system.  Up  to  the  passage  of  this  bill  our 
Commonwealth  (outside  the  metropolitan  district)  absolutely 
lacked  machinery  for  the  acquisition  or  administration  of  wild 
areas  or  open  spaces  of  wide  interest  or  usefulness  for  recreation. 
Conservation  for  forestry,  primarily  intended  to  achieve  utili- 
tarian ends,  already  had  been  extended — as  at  Willard  Brook — 
beyond  its  proper  scope.  When  adequate  machinery  has  been 
set  up  in  this  Division  of  Parks,  Massachusetts  may  begin  to 
catch  up  with  the  more  advanced  states. 

Although  the  pressing  problem  of  the  moment  seems  to  be 
how — without  excessive  taxation — to  balance  public  expenditure 
with  public  revenue,  nevertheless  the  time  is  opportune  for  the 
new  Division  to  develop  a  sound  state  program  for  future 
acquisition. 

We  wish  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  generous 
gift  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  made  by  our  late  president, 
George  Wigglesworth,  in  his  will,  as  follows: 

"Article  Third:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  following  named  insti- 
tutions the  sums  specified,  and  I  direct,  so  far  as  I  lawfully  can,  that  in 
each  case  the  legacy  be  held  as  a  permanent  fund  and  kept  separate  and 
distinct  upon  the  books  of  the  corporation  but  invested,  if  and  so  far  as 
desired,  in  common  with  other  funds  of  the  corporation,  sharing  pro- 
portionately in  the  income  of  any  such  investment  in  common,  and  that 
each  year  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  the  gross  income  of  the  fund  for  such  year 
shall  be  added  to  the  principal,  and  that  the  net  income  remaining  be 
used  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  corporation,  to  wit:

"Fifth.  To  the  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations,  a  corporation  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars.

We  regret  to  report  that  Augustus  Hemenway,  of  Canton, 
one  of  the  Founders,  has  died  within  the  period  covered  by  this 
report. 

Two  Life  Associates  of  the  Corporation,  Mr.  H.  C.  Gallagher 
and  Mr.  William  C.  Loring  have  also  died  within  the  period 
covered  by  this  report. 

The  Bay  Circuit.  Over  one-third  of  the  proposed  Bay  Circuit 
has  been  covered  in  detail  by  the  Executive  Secretary  and  others 
qualified  for  this  work  who  have  offered  their  services.  To 
ascertain  the  names  of  the  landowners  it  was  found  necessary 
to  obtain  the  active  assistance  of  an  assessor  from  each  of  the 
various  towns  through  which  the  Bay  Circuit  passes.  In  order 
to  carry  out  this  work  a  great  deal  of  time  and  planning  was 
required.  Several  owners  have  suggested  the  possibility  of 
offering  to  give  tracts  of  land  along  the  route.  There  are  now 
two  projects  being  actively  prosecuted  which,  if  successful,  will 
give  protection  to  a  considerable  amount  of  roadside  along  the 
circuit. 

Plum  Island.  Easterly  Terminus  of  Bay  Circuit.  During  the 
year  another  tract  of  land  has  been  added  to  Plum  Island  in 
the  purchase  of  the  Clement  property  by  the  Massachusetts 
Audubon  Society  amounting  to  about  fifty  acres.  Negotiations 
are  continually  going  on  for  additional  purchase  and  it  is  hoped 
that  as  time  goes  on  more  than  one  thousand  acres  or  about 
three  quarters  of  the  island  will  be  secured  as  a  wild  life  sanctuary 
open  to  the  public,  including  a  magnificent  sea  beach  three 
miles  long. 

Publications.  During  the  year  a  pamphlet  was  issued  by  the 
Trustees  under  the  title  "Highway  Approaches  to  Boston, 
A  Wayside  Situation  and  What  to  Do  About  It."  This  pam- 
phlet was  written  by  Benton  MacKaye,  Vice  Chairman  of  the 
Regional  Planning  Association  of  America.  It  was  illustrated 
by  photographs  showing  views  from  new  highway  routes  and 
urged  the  importance  of  securing  land  along  highways  and 
regulation  by  the  various  towns  of  the  filling  stations  and  hot 
dog  stands  through  which  the  highways  pass. 

Legislation.  The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Trustees  of 
Public  Reservations  have  been  actively  interested  in  discussing 
various  bills  that  may  be  presented  to  the  General  Court 
regarding  preservation  of  roadside  scenery.  The  Standing 
Committee  was  of  opinion  that,  although  in  sympathy  with 
this  work,  it  was  beyond  the  scope  of  its  purposes. 

Lectures.  During  1931  our  Executive  Secretary  gave  lectures 
on  Open  Spaces  and  on  the  Bay  Circuit  at  Boston,  Lynn, 
Worcester,  Walpole,  and  a  number  of  other  places.   He  also 
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attended  all  the  important  hearings  regarding  matters  of 
interest  to  the  Trustees. 


Report  as  to  Reservations 

Goodwill  Park,  Falmouth.  Owing  to  placing  in  1930  large 
rustic  entrance  signs  at  both  entrances,  and  a  large  wooden  sign 
in  a  conspicuous  place  near  the  main  highway,  many  more 
people  have  visited  the  reservation  than  ever  before.  The 
plantation  of  pines  that  was  made  a  number  of  years  ago  has 
progressed  most  favorably  and  altogether  the  reservation  is  in 
good  condition. 

Monument  Mountain,  Great  Barrington.  This  reservation 
was  visited  by  the  President  and  Executive  Secretary  in  October 
and  found  in  good  condition.  Mr.  Arthur  Monroe,  of  Stock- 
bridge,  our  special  warden,  reports  that  as  many  people  visited 
the  reservation  this  year  as  the  year  before,  and  that  the  pub- 
lication of  the  interesting  pamphlet  on  the  History  of  Monument 
Mountain  that  was  distributed  to  all  visitors,  has  added  much 
to  public  interest  in  this  reservation. 

Mount  Ann  Park,  Gloucester.  Plans  for  the  cutting  of  a  new 
path  from  the  Gloucester  Reservoir  to  the  summit  of  the  park 
are  being  prepared  by  the  Executive  Secretary  and  the  work 
will  be  completed  this  year. 

Every  reservation  was  visited  by  your  Executive  Secretary 
during  1931.  There  is  nothing  definite  to  report  concerning 
Petticoat  Hill,  Williamsburg;  Pine  Knoll,  Sheffield;  Governor 
Hutchinson's  Field,  Milton;  Rocky  Narrows,  Sherborn,  and  the 
Bryant  Homestead,  Cummington.

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ACT  OF  INCORPORATION 


Chapter  352,  Acts  of  1891 


An  Act  to  Establish  the  Trustees  of  Public 
Reservations 

Section  1.  Frederick  L.  Ames,  Philip  A.  Chase,  Christopher 
Clark,  Charles  R.  Codman,  Elisha  S.  Converse,  George  F.  Hoar, 
John  J.  Russell,  Leverett  Saltonstall,  Charles  S.  Sargent, 
Nathaniel  S.  Shaler,  George  Sheldon,  William  S.  Shurtleff, 
George  H.  Tucker,  Francis  A.  Walker,  George  Wigglesworth, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation 
by  the  name  of  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations,  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring,  holding,  arranging,  maintaining,  and 
opening  to  the  public,  under  suitable  regulations,  beautiful  and 
historical  places  and  tracts  of  land  within  this  Commonwealth, 
with  the  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  the  duties  set 
forth  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  Public  Statutes 
and  in  such  other  general  laws  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
in  force  relating  to  such  corporations;  but  said  corporation  shall 
have  no  capital  stock. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  acquire,  and  hold  by  grant, 
gift,  devise,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  real  estate,  such  as  it  may 
deem  worthy  of  preservation  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public, 
but  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  such  other 
property,  both  real  and  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
to  support  or  promote  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  but  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  further  sum  of  one  million  dollars. 

Section  3.  All  personal  property  held  by  said  corporation, 
and  all  lands  which  it  may  cause  to  be  opened  and  kept  open 
to  the  public,  and  all  lands  which  it  may  acquire  and  hold  with 
this  object  in  view,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  property  of  literary, 
benevolent,  charitable,  and  scientific  institutions  incorporate 
within  this  Commonwealth  is  now  exempt  by  law;  but  no  lands 
so  acquired  and  held  and  not  open  to  the  public  shall  be  so  exempt 
from  taxation  for  a  longer  period  than  two  years.  Said  cor- 
poration shall  never  make  any  division  or  dividend  of  or  from 
its  property  or  income  among  its  members. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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ARTICLE  I 
Of  Trustees 

1.  The  members  of  the  corporation,  in  whom  are  reposed  the 
full  and  exclusive  duty  and  power  to  vote  in  respect  of  all  matters 
to  be  acted  upon  at  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
designated  "Trustees."  Said  Trustees  shall  be  residents  of 
Massachusetts,  their  number  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred,  and 
they  shall  be  elected  for  such  term  as  the  corporation  at  its 
annual  meeting  or  meeting  held  in  lieu  thereof  shall  determine. 

2.  The  Standing  Committee  may,  if  it  sees  fit,  nominate 
Trustees  by  inserting  the  names  of  candidates  upon  the  notice 
of  warning  of  any  meeting.  Said  Committee  may,  in  like 
manner,  designate  the  terms  for  which  such  candidates  so 
nominated  shall  be  elected. 

3.  The  election  shall  take  place  at  any  meeting  subsequent 
to  such  notice,  and  shall  be  by  ballot  upon  the  names  proposed 
by  the  Standing  Committee;  and  any  person  who  receives  the 
votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  Trustees  present  and  voting,  shall, 
on  his  acceptance  of  his  election,  be  declared  and  enrolled  a 
Trustee  of  the  corporation.  Any  Trustee  may  resign  by  written 
notice,  signed  by  the  Trustee  and  delivered  to  the  Secretary  or 
other  officer  of  the  corporation. 

ARTICLE  II 

Of  Founders,  Life  Associates,  Associate  Members 
and  Contributors 

1.  All  persons  from  whom  the  corporation  shall  receive  real 
or  personal  property  to  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  or 
more  shall  be  permanently  enrolled  as  Founders. 

2.  All  persons  not  entitled  to  be  enrolled  as  Founders,  from 
whom  the  corporation  shall  receive  real  or  personal  property 
to  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more,  shall  be  enrolled 
during  life  as  Life  Associates. 

3.  All  persons  not  entitled  to  be  enrolled  as  Founders  or  Life 
Associates,  from  whom  the  corporation  shall  receive  ten  or  more 
dollars,  shall  be  enrolled  as  Associate  Members  for  the  year  in 
which  payment  of  such  sum  is  made. 

4.  All  persons  from  whom  the  corporation  shall  receive  any 
sum  less  than  ten  dollars,  shall  be  enrolled  as  Contributors  for 
the  year  in  which  payment  of  such  sum  is  made. 

5.  But  no  donor  of  money  or  property  coming  under  the  four 
classifications  abovenamed  shall  be  a  member  of  the  corpora- 
tion unless  and  until  duly  elected  as  provided  in  Article  I  as 
amended. 

6.  Notwithstanding  that  such  Founders,  Life  Associates, 
Associate  Members  and  Contributors  shall  not  be  subject  to 
any  duty  or  responsibility  in  the  management  or  affairs  of  the 
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corporation,  they  may  in  meeting  of  the  persons  mentioned  in 
the  foregoing  paragraphs  Nos.  1  to  4,  both  inclusive,  convened 
at  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Committee,  take  advisory  action 
and  make  recommendations  in  respect  of  any  matter  submitted 
to  such  meeting.  At  any  such  meeting  each  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  to  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy.  The 
President  of  the  corporation  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  preside,  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  corporation  shall  keep  the  minutes. 

ARTICLE  III 
Of  Meetings 

1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  on 
the  last  Wednesday  in  January,  in  Boston,  or  at  such  other  city 
or  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  at  such  time  and  place,  as 
the  Standing  Committee  may  determine.  A  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  seven 
members,  but  a  majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting 
may  adjourn  any  meeting  from  time  to  time  until  the  business 
shall  have  been  finished. 

In  the  event  of  the  annual  meeting,  by  mistake  or  otherwise, 
not  being  called  and  held  as  herein  prescribed,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  order  a  special  meeting  to  be  called  and  held 
in  lieu  of  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Special  meetings  of  the  corporation  may  be  called  by  the 
Standing  Committee  to  meet  at  any  time  and  place.  A  quorum 
at  a  special  meeting  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  members. 

2.  At  all  meetings  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  as  soon 
as  a  quorum  is  present;  and  the  record  of  the  preceding  meeting 
shall  then  be  read,  unless  such  reading  is  dispensed  with  by  the 
unanimous  consent  of  those  present.  After  which  at  all  special 
meetings  the  business  for  which  the  meeting  was  called  shall  be 
transacted,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  the  order  of  business 
shall  be  as  follows: 

First. — The  unfinished  business  and  the  assignments  of  the 
last  meeting  shall  be  announced  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Presi- 
dent and  taken  up  in  order. 

Second. — The  Secretary  shall  be  called  on  to  submit  a  written 
report  of  the  doings  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  year 
ending  with  the  previous  31st  of  December. 

Third. — The  Treasurer  shall  be  called  upon  to  submit  a 
written  report  of  his  doings  for  the  year  ending  with  the  previous 
31st  of  December,  and  the  financial  condition  of  the  corporation 
of  that  date. 

Fourth. — The  Committee  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts 
shall  be  called  on  for  a  report. 
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Fifth. — Any  special  committee  which  may  have  been  ap- 
pointed during  the  year  shall  be  called  on  to  report. 

Sixth. — If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  proposed 
changes  in  the  By-Laws,  the  same  shall  be  voted  upon  as  pro- 
vided in  Article  VII. 

Seventh. — If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  made  any 
nominations  to  membership  in  the  corporation,  an  election  shall 
be  held  as  provided  in  Article  I. 

Eighth. — An  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be 
held,  as  provided  in  Article  IV,  Section  1. 

Ninth. — On  the  announcement  of  the  vote  the  newly  elected 
President  shall  take  the  chair,  and  shall  give  the  members 
present  an  opportunity  to  present  new  business. 

Tenth. — The  newly  elected  President  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Of  Officers 

1.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  The  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officiis  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, which  shall  consist  of  nine  persons  in  all.  The  officers 
and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  corporation,  an  adjournment  thereof,  or 
at  a  meeting  in  lieu  of  such  annual  meeting,  as  above  provided; 
and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  three  years  or  for  such  shorter 
term  as  the  corporation  at  its  annual  meeting  or  meeting  In  lieu 
thereof  shall  determine,  or  until  others  are  duly  chosen  and 
qualified  in  their  stead. 

2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corpora- 
tion. If  he  is  absent,  the  Vice-President,  and,  if  the  Vice- 
President  is  also  absent,  a  President  pro  tempore,  chosen  by  hand 
vote  of  the  members  of  the  corporation  present,  shall  preside, 
and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the 
President. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  warn  the  members  of  all  meetings  of 
the  corporation,  according  as  he  may  be  directed  by  votes  of 
the  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  call  the  meetings  of  the 
Standing  Committee  as  he  may  be  directed  by  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  or  on  the  request  in  writing  of  any  two  members 
thereof.  He  shall  carry  on  all  the  correspondence  of  the  cor- 
poration not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  shall,  when  the  corre- 
spondence is  of  importance,  preserve  copies  of  the  letters  sent 
and  the  original  letters  received,  for  transmission  with  his 
records  to  his  successor  in  office.  He  shall  keep  an  exact  record 
of  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  and  of  the  Standing  Com- 
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mittee,  with  the  names  of  the  members  present,  entering  in 
full  all  reports  of  committees,  which  may  be  accepted,  by  either 
body,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  he  shall 
make  a  written  report  of  the  doings  of  that  body  for  the  year 
ending  on  the  previous  31st  of  December;  and,  if  the  report  is 
approved,  he  shall  present  it  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
corporation. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall,  when  directed,  as  provided  in  the 
next  paragraph,  make  disbursements;  and  he  shall  also  collect 
all  moneys  due  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  keep  regular  and 
faithful  account  of  all  the  moneys  and  funds  of  the  corporation 
which  shall  come  into  his  hands  and  of  all  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures connected  with  the  same,  which  accounts  shall  always 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  members  of  the  corporation.  He 
shall  make  no  investments  and  pay  no  moneys  without  either 
the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  else 
of  such  officer  or  committee  as  said  Standing  Committee  shall 
appoint  to  act  for  it  in  these  matters.  At  the  January  meeting 
of  the  Standing  Committee  he  shall  make  a  written  report  of 
his  doings  for  the  year  ending  on  the  previous  31st  of  December; 
and,  if  his  report  is  approved,  he  shall  present  it  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  corporation. 


ARTICLE  V 

Of  the  Standing  Committee 

The  Standing  Committee  shall,  at  the  first  meeting  after  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  in  each  year,  elect  a  chairman, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  com- 
mittee. In  his  absence  a  chairman  pro  tempore  may  be  chosen 
by  hand  vote.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  and  a  quorum  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
three  members.  The  Standing  Committee  may  nominate  or 
refuse  to  nominate  new  members  of  the  corporation,  may  accept 
or  decline  gifts  offered  to  the  corporation,  may  approve  or 
disapprove  investments  or  expenditures  proposed  by  the  Treas- 
urer, may  approve  or  disapprove  all  bills  against  the  corporation, 
may  appoint  subcommittees  of  their  number,  or  committees 
consisting  of  members  or  other  persons  not  members,  may 
appoint  and  remove  agents,  may  engage  whatever  assistance  is 
needed  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  may  desig- 
nate such  agents  and  employees  by  such  titles  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  and,  in  general,  may  exercise  all  the  executive  powers 
of  the  corporation. 
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ARTICLE  VI 
Of  the  Seal 

The  corporate  seal  shall  be  a  circular,  flat-faced  die  of  about 
an  inch  and  a  half  in  diameter,  with  the  name  of  the  corporation, 
the  year  of  its  organization,  the  word  "Massachusetts"  and  the 
figure  of  a  pine  tree  so  engraved  on  its  face  that  it  can  be  em- 
bossed on  paper  by  pressure. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Of  Amendments 

At  any  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation,  or  at  a  special 
meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  these  By-laws  may  be  amended, 
altered  or  repealed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  such  proposed  change  shall 
have  been  given  in  the  call  of  the  meeting.
